(a) “Act” means the University Gr a nts Commission Act, 
1956 (3 of 1956); 

(b) “appropriate authority” means the Central Govern¬ 
ment, a State, the Commission, a University or other 
authority which under any law for the time being in 
force, is competent to gr a nt permission to establish, 
or to gr a nt recognition to, a professional educational 
Institution; 
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(2) Without the previous permission of the appropriat 
authority, no institution shall start a new or higher 
professional course of studv. 


(c) “Commission” means the University Grants Commis¬ 
sion established under section 4; 

(d) “Committee' 5 means the Standing Committee of the 
Commission or the State Level Committee, as the case 
may be; 

(c) “competent authority 15 means the University Grants 
Commission, the Central Government, a State 
Government or a University or any other authority, 
as may be designated by the Commission, to determine 
the fees or scales of fees payable by students and the 
allotment of students for admission to various pr o¬ 
fessional institut ions; 

(f) “fees’*, in relation to p a yment seats or free seats 
means all the institutional fees including tuition fee 
and development fee; 

(g) “Free Seats” means the seats on which the fee p a y* 
able by a student seeking admission to, and pro¬ 
secution of, a course of study at a level corres¬ 
ponding to the fees a s specified foe the Government 
colleges and institutions in the concerned State o T 
Union territory in respect of similar courses of 
study; 

(h) “institution 11 means a college affiliated to a University 
*or aPt^&v^ o* recognised by Government or any 

competent statutory body, including the All India 
Council for Technical Education, Dental Council 
of India, Medical Council of India and National 
Council for Te a c her Education, established or 
Incorporated by, or under, a Central Act or a 
d&tate Act, a nd includes an institution deemed to 
be a University declared by the Central Govern¬ 
ment ^n the recommendation of the Commission 
under section 3 and all institutions recognised by the 
Commission under clause (f) of section 2 and 
imparting education; 

(i) “NRI” means a Non-Resident Indian and the Expres¬ 
sion “non-resident’’ has the Same meaning as 
assigned to it under the Income-tax Act, 1961 (43 
of 1961); 

(j) “professional institution” includes any private un- 

""" aided institution imparting education in Social work 

Home Science, Library Science, Education, Computer 
Science, Commerce, Law and the like and includes 
such other institituion to which these regulations 
are made app’i cable by the Commission; 

(k) “Payment Seats” means seats other than Free Scats 
and for which fe? payable by a student seeking 
admission to, and prosecution of, a course of study 
shall not exceed the limits specified under these 
regulations; 

(l) “section” means a section of the Act; a nd 

(m) "student” includes a person seeking admission in 
a course of study. 

4. Admission*- 

(1) No student other th a n a student who fulfils the require¬ 
ments of the University Grants Commission (the mini¬ 
mum standards of in- ’unions for the gr a nt of first 
degree through foima, edacation in the faculties of 
Arts, Humanities, Fine Arts, Music, Social Sciences, 
Commerce a nd Sciences) Regulations, 1985, shall be 
eligible for admission to a first degree course or to a 
post-graduate level profesisonal cou r $e of study. 


(3) The competent authority shall call for applications for 
admission to the seats available in any academic year 
in the institutions, 

(4) The competent authority shall advertise in at least 
three le a ding newspapers out of which one shall be in a 
local vernacular language, the number of seats available 
for admission institution-wise, the fees to be charged 
for the duration of th e course separately for both 
Free Seats a nd Payment Seats, and the procedure a nd 
schedule for admission. 

(5) At the time of inviting applications for admission 
in any comse of st u dy the competent authority shall 
fix a last date for the allotment of Free Seats. 

(6) The competent authority shall issue a brochure con¬ 
taining the application form for admission, full 
particulars of the C ^.,rscs, number of seats available, 
names of the professional institutions and their 
legation, the fees chirgeable by each professional 
institution, the minimum eligibility conditions for 
admission and such olhc ■ pariicuia f*s as may be deem¬ 
ed necessary by the competent authority. 

(7) The application fo. m for admission issued by the 
competent authority shall contain a column wherein 
an applicant shall indicate the order of pieferences, 
whether he wishes to be admitted against a Free Seat 
or a P a yment Seat, or both, as well as the preference 
of institutions, in case of more than one institution 
is offering the same course. 

(8) In case the admission to a cour se of study is given on 
the basis of results of a common entrance exami¬ 
nation, the competent authority shall prepare a merit 
list of candidates from amongst the successful candi¬ 
dates based on their me r it position. 

(9) Where the admission to a course of study is not based 
on a common entrance examination, admission shall 
be given to the course of study on the basis of such 
other criteria as m a y be determined by the competent 
authority: 

Provided that no sujh Criterion as has not been noti¬ 
fied by the competent \ utnorUy shall be applied by 
him. 

(10) The result of the entrance examination, if any, held 
shall be published in at least three leading news¬ 
papers, one of which shall be in local ve r n a cular lan¬ 
guage a nd shall also be displayed on the notice boards 
of the concerned lnsliluti.on(s). 

(11) (i) At least 50 per cent of the seats in every profes¬ 
sional institution shall be Free Seats and the remain¬ 
ing 50 per cent be Payment Seats. 

(ii) The criteria of eligibility and other conditions 
shall be the same in respect of both Free Seats and 
Payment Seats except that the higher fee is to be paid 
for Payments Seats. 

(iii) The management of a professional institution 
shall not be entitled to impose any additional eligi¬ 
bility criteria or conditions for admission either 
to Fiee Seats Oi P a >n.cnt Scats. 
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(12) After the Free Seats are filled within the specified 
time, a further date shall be fixed by the competent 
authority giving time to the candidates who opt to be 
admitted against ib e Payment Seats. 

(13) (i) The competent authority shall also prepare and 
publish a waiting list of candidates alongwith the 
marks obtained by them in the entrance examination. 

(ii) After the allotment of the last seat is m a de, the 
waiting list shall be operated for tilling any casual 
vacancies or dr 0 p-out vancancies. These vacancies, 
shall be filled until such date, as may be notified by 
the competent authority. 

(iii) The competent authority shall decide a cut-off 
date beyond which no one shall be admitted so as to 
ensure that a student does n ot miss a good part of 
the syllabus of the semester or term. 

5. Constitution of Committees for fixation of fees payable; 

(1) The fees for; 

(a) professional institutions affiliated to Central 
Universities; 

(b) any professional institutions which are deemed to 
be Universities; 

(c) Universities not receiving gr a nt-in-aid from the 
Central Government or any State Government or 
any grant disbursing statutory bodies of such Govern¬ 
ments for the maintenance or development expenditure 
of such Universities; and 

(d) Universities established as a joint venture between 
a private trust or society and a State Government. 

(2) The Standing Com mittee ieferred to in sub-reg u iatioft 

(1) shall consist of: 

(a) A Member of the Commission Chairperson; 

(b) (0 One Vice-Chancellor to be noniaated by 

the Commission-Membei, 

(ii) Three experts, one e a ch in Economics, Cost 
Accountancy and Institutional Finance, to 
be nominated by the Commission-Members; 

(iii) One Expert in the subject area-Member. 

(iv) In case a deemed university conducts courses 
of study such as technical education, medical 
education and teacher education of which 
there is a statutory council, for example, 
the All India Council for Technical Educa¬ 
tion, Medical Council of India, Dental Coun¬ 
cil of India and the National Council for 
Te a cher Education, a nominee of such Coun¬ 
cil-Member; 

(v) Secretary in charge of Higher, Technical or 
Medical education (depending on the field of 
specialization of the institution) of the 
concerned State Government or his nominee 
who is not below the r an k of Deputy Sec¬ 
retary to the Government of India m a y be 
co-opted as a member for the purposes only 
of determining the fee structure for deemed 
universities in the State concerned; 

(vi) An officer of the Commission not below the 
rank of Additional Secretary-Member- 
Secret ary. 


(3) (i) The fees in professional institutions affiliated'to 
State Government Universities shall be determined 
by a Committee called the State Level Committee; 

U0 the State Level Committee which may be consti¬ 
tuted in every State by the Commission shall consist 
of: 

(a) Vice-Chancellor of one of the Universities in the 
State nominated by the State Government Con¬ 
cur ncd-Chair person, 

(b) Secretary incharge of Higher Education of the 
State Government concerned-Member; 

tc) Secretary of the Finance Department of the State 
Government concerned-Member; 

(d) Three experts, one e a ch in Institutional Finance, 
Cost Accountancy and Economics to be nominat¬ 
ed by the Commission-Members; 

(c) A Finance Officer of one of the Universities to be 
nominated by the State Government-Member; 
and 

(f) Director in charge of Higher or Collegiate Edu¬ 
cation of the State Government concerned- 
Member-Secretary. 

6. Procedure to be adopted by the committees- 

(1) Sscrcicrial assistance to the Standing Committee of 
the Commission shall be given by the Secreteriat of 
the Commission. 

(2) Secretcrial assistance to the State Level Committee 
shall be given by the Directorate of Higher Education 
of the State Government concerned. 

(3) The term of office of the Members of the Standing 
Committee constituted under sub-rule (1), and the 
State Level Committee constituted under sub-rule 
(2), of rule 5, other than the ex-officio Members 
shall be three years. 

(4) The standing Committee and the State Level Com¬ 
mittee shall review the fee structure at an interval of 
three academic years. 

(5) (0 Subject to provisions of these regulations, tut Com¬ 
mittees are free to advice their own procedure. The 
procedure shall, however, compulsorily include 
giving opportunity to the institutions concerned to 
furnish such material as they m \y cotsider relevant. 

(ii) The Committees shall also h a ve power to call for 
such information and details a s they m a y consider 
relevant for fixation of fees. 

(iii) For the purpose of carrying out its functions 
effectively, the Committees shall lay down a time 
bound ‘action-calendar* and ‘dead-lines’ for com¬ 
pliance by the institutions concerned and for complet¬ 
ing t a sks of the Committees. 

(6) The Committees may determine different rates or 
scales of fees for different classes of institutions, if a 
classification is justified on intelligible and objective 
criteria. In particular, the Committees shall be ftec to 
fix different rates for institutions located ip rural 
areas a nd urban areas. 
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(7) The Commission may at any time call for information 
and clarifications from the Committees and the 
Committees shall be bound to furnish such infor¬ 
mation or clarification- 

(8) While determining the fee chargeable, it shall be the 
4uty of the Committees to ensure that the fee does not 
become a source of profit or commercialisation for the 
institutions concerned. 

6. procedure for determining fees— 

(1) (i) Fees or the scales of fees once prescribed under 
these regulations shall be valid for a period of three 

years* 

(ii) The fees when revised shall be applicable only to 
new entrants. 

(2) (i) A professional institution shall submit to the Com¬ 
mission at least six months before the advertisement 
for admission, authentic data on the basis of which 
the tuition and other fees are to be determined. 

(ii) The concerned Committee may seek any data 
or clarification from the concerned professional insti¬ 
tutions and may also allow the institution to supple¬ 
ment or modify the data submitted by it originally- 

(iii) While deciding the fee structure for Free Seats, 
Payment Seats and NRI, Foreign students, the con¬ 
cerned Committee shall, take into consideration, 
the parameters which affect the cost, the total ex¬ 
penditure of the institution for running the professio¬ 
nal course as computed on the basis of audited state¬ 
ments of the previous two years and reasonable pro¬ 
jected estimation for the next three years. 

(iv) The fees to be charged shall have two broad cate¬ 
gories, namely, tuition fee and development fee. 

(v) The management of the institution may rc a hse the 
a ctual cost of board a nd lodging from the students 
subject to the relevant Committee being satisfied about 
the reasonableness of such costs. 

(vi) The tuition fee shall be to meet the actual cost of 
imparting education. 

(viij While assessing a fair tuition fee, the Committee 
shall take into account the following, namely: - 

(a) Salary and allowances including bonus, if admis¬ 
sible, Payable to te a ching and non-te a ching em¬ 
ployees; 

(b) expenditure on administrative services; 

(c) cost of maintenance of laboratories including 
consumables; 

(d) contingent expenditure including statutory re¬ 
quirements like audit fee, and the like; 

(e) cost of acquisition °f books and journals for 
libraries; 

(f) maintenance of buildings and other assets includ¬ 
ing rents and tariffs; and 

any other recurring expenditure to be determined by 
the competent authority^ from time to time. 


fviii)~-Having due regard to the parameters mentioned in 
this sub-regulation, suitable rates may be fixed for 
holders of Free Seats, P a yment Seals and NR1, Foreign 
students. 

(3) (i) The Commission shall specify norms relating to 
staffing and scales of expenditure for other items 
wherever such norms have not been laid down till 
the date of c^nncnccment of these regulations. 

(ii) In case the Commission finds it difficult to laydown 
specific quantified norms, the relevant Committee 
shall satisfy themselves about adequacy and tho 
reasonableness of the expenditure invol- 

(iii) While specifying the norms, the Commission shall 
ensure that the projected expenditure does not be¬ 
come a source of profit to the management of the rpo- 
fessional institutions. 

7. Note- 

As the scheme laid down by the Supreme Court of India in 
Unnikrlshn a n J.P. Versus State of Andhra Pr a desh (A.I.R. 
1993 S.C. 2178) prohibits commercialization of education 
and profit making, it shall not be open to the institutions 
concerned to claim any return on investments. This may, 
however, not come in the w a y of the institutions inmobi- 
lizing resources for the replacement and upgr a dation of 
assets. Further, while earning returns on the investment 
would not be permissible as per the Judgement an d order 
of the Supreme Court of India in Unniknshnan J.P. versus 
State of Andhra Pi'adesh (A.I.R. 1993 SC 2178), the court 
had, left the question of recovering investment on the 
Central Government and the statutory bodies. It is, there¬ 
fore, considered desirable that the development fee could 
provide for an element of partial capital cost recovery to 
the Management (but not a return on investment) and t 0 
serve as a resource for upkeep and replacement. 

(4) (i) The Commission shall at an interval of three years 

determine the development fee and different rates of 
development fee may be specified for students of Free 
Seats, Payment Seats an d Foreign; NR1 seats. 

(ii) The development fee may be at flat rates. 

(iii) Based on intelligible a nd objective criteria, the Com¬ 
mission m a y classify the institutions into different cate¬ 
gories for the purpose of prescribing different slabs 
or rates of development fees. 

(iv) While determining the rates of development fees, the 
Commission shall take into account the views an d sug¬ 
gestions of the private professional institutions, the 
State Governments a nd interested members of the 
general public. 

(5) No management of a professional institution shall, 
in the first ten years of its establishment, appropriate 
more than fifty per cent of the proceeds of the deve¬ 
lopment fee levied or the a ctual capital cost, which¬ 
ever is lower, for the recovery of the capital cost. The 
remaining amount shall be utilized for upgradation 
and replacements in the said first ten years and, there¬ 
after, the entire proceeds m a y be utilized for upgra¬ 
dation and replacement purposes. 
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(6) The Commission shall communicate the approved 
rates of development fee chargeable by the profes¬ 
sional institutions to the Committees well in advance 
so as to enable them to suitably incorporate such 
rates in their notification. 

7. Admission of students.- 

(J) Admission in institutions under the management of 
minority shall be regulated as under 

(a) 50 per cent, of the seats in professional institutions 
established and administered by a minority shall be 
filled on the basis of merit list prepared by the 
competent authority. Out of these 50 per cent seats, 
half shall be Free Seats and the other half shall be 
Payment Seats. 

(b) The remaining 50 per cent, of seats shall be filled by 

the management of the institution from amongst 
the candidates belonging to the concerned minority 
community out of which half shall be Free Seats 
and other half shall be Payment Seats. 

Explanation. - For the purposes of this clause, Payment 
Seats shall include seats for Foreign, NRI students. 

(c) After completing the admission, e a ch minority 
professional institution shall submit to the com¬ 
petent authority, the concerned University and the 
cyncerned State Government, a statement con¬ 
tain ng full particulars of the students admitted 

against 50 per cent, seats filled up by the manage¬ 
ment from amongst the candidates belonging to 
the concerned minority. 

(2) Private Professional institutions shall be permitted t G 
admit the NRI, foreign students upto a m a ximum of 
5per cent, of the total sanctioned in take capacity to be 
determined from time to time by the competent autho¬ 
rity for e a ch academic year. This percentage shall be 
out of Payment Seats. The NRI Foreign students shall 
be admitted on the basis of merit. But, in view of the 
difference in their backgrounds the competent authority 
of the professional institution concerned m a y Judge the 
merit of these candidates, having regard to all the rele¬ 
vant factors. 

(3) (i) There shall be no quota of seats for the mangement 
or for any family, caste or community which had estab¬ 
lished the professional institution. 

(ii) The competent authority m*y, at its discretion, 
fill any seat which may remain unfilled in five per cent. 
NRI quota id any academic year. 
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(iii) The fees chargeable from the students admitted 
under this sub-regulation shall be the same as charge¬ 
able for the students admitted against Payment Seats 
and not against the NRI seats. 

(4) It shall be open to the private professional institutions 
to provide for reservation in seats for constitutionally 
permissible c] a sses of candidates such as the Scheduled 
C a stes, the Scheduled Tribes, other backward classes 
and others under intimation to the affiliating Univer¬ 
sity. Such reservations, if any made, shall be notified 
to the competent authority and the apppropriate autho¬ 
rity at least one month prior to the issuance of the noti¬ 
fication calling for applications for admission to such 
category of professional institutions. In such casc 9 , 
the competent authority shall allot students, keeping in 
view the reservations provided by a professional insti¬ 
tution. The rule of merit shall be followed even in such 
reserved categories. 

8. Intepretation. 

(1) If any question arises as to th? interpretation of these 
regulations, shall b ^ decided by the Commission. 

(2) The Commission shalleh a ve the power to issue clarifi¬ 
cations to remove a ny doubt which m a y arise in regard 
to the implementation of these regulations. 

9. Maintenance of account of fees— 

(1) Every Institution shall maintain two separate acco¬ 
unts, namely, the Maintenance Accounts and tbo 
Development Accounts. 

(2) (i) The proceeds of tuition fee a nd cost recoveries of 
board a nd lodging charges and other miscellaneous 
fees shall be credited to the maintenance accounts, 

(ii) The maintenance accounts shall be kept in two 
parts, namely, (a) the p a y a nd allowances, and (b) the 
other expenditure. 

(iii) Alt recurring expenditure shall be met from the 
maintenance account and brought to account in the 
part relating to p a y and allowances, or as the case may 
be, under the other expenditure. 

(c) At least half of the proceeds of development fee shall 
be credited to the development account in the first ten 
years of establishment of the institution, after which 
this Account (Development Account) will re^dvethe 
entire proceeds of this fee. Miscellaneous receipts of the 
institution would also be credited to the same account. 
The proceeds of this fee would be utilized for the pro- 
curment of equipment, books and journals, and the acqul' 
sition of assets. The management may debit expenditure 
on improvement of faculty to this account,

(4) The accounts of the professional institutions shall be 
audited every year to ensure that the financial manage¬ 
ment conforms to the broad framework of these regu¬ 
lations and the guidelines issued by the Commission 
from time to time. 

10. Other procedural matters connected with levy of fees- 

(f) fi) Fees once fixed shall be valid for a period of three # 
years. 

(ii) fee may be payable in advance for a semester. 

(in) E a ch Committee shah notify in the month of Dec¬ 
ember every year, for general information, the total fee 
payable per semester for the next ye a r, in three news 
papers having circulation in the State concerned. Every 
ycgr, the Committee shall fix the fees applicable for the 
third year. 
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(2) While fixing the fees, every year, the Committees shall 
take into account the unspent balance, if any, in the 
maintenance and development a ccounts of the con¬ 
cerned professional institutions. 

(3) No professional institution shall 

(i) levy any fee exceeding the fee notified under these 
regulations. 

(ii) fail to maintain accounts required to be maintained 
as per the provisions of these regulations or the 
guidelines issued by the Commission.
